Referring to the above, Mr. Cooke notes that this is one of the 
two rival projects for which St. Petersburg and Moscow have been 
contending, viz., St. Petersburg for the above line and Moscow 
for the Moscow-Kazan-Kishtim (on the Siberian Railway branch 
line between Cheliabinsk and Ekaterinburg) to be continued from 
Kazan by the Moscow-Kazan Railway Company. Either of these 
lines would connect St. Petersburg and Moscow respectively with 
the main Siberian line much more directly than at present is the 
case, and serve to relieve the congestion of traffic on the Moscow- 
Samara-Cheliabinsk Railway. St. Petersburg circles hope that 
the new line now decided upon (St. Petersburg-Vologda-Viatka) 
will bring direct to the capital the Siberian traffic which at present 
passes via Moscow to the Baltic ports.

The following are extracts from the translation in question :— 

‘The question of the nationalisation of the railways and other 
public works in Spain, which was raised by the Royal Decrees of 
the 7th and 21st of December last (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
for 8rd January last, p. 30), had again to be considered by the 
Council of Ministers at the instance of two foreign companies, which 
were in doubt as to whether the said Decrees referred to them. 

“The Council in agreement with the Ministry of State, has 
decided that these Decrees cannot have a retroactive effect as 
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regards companies which had acquired their rights previous to the 
date of those Decrees.” 

The question of the legality of the Decrees was examined into 
at length, and it was discovered that they were in open contradic- 
tion with the existing laws . . . and some new project of law, 
which may be found more suitable, must be proposed in due time. 

With a view to reforming the law in the direction of nationalisa- 
tion of railways, &c., which it was hoped to attain by the said 
Decrees, the Council of Ministers made a careful examination of 
the precedents in the legislation of the various countries which 
have had to deal with this difficult problem. It was found that 
every country had differentiated between past and future conces- 
sions, and that so far as the future is concerned, the true remedy 
lies in the creation by the State of all railways and public works ; 
while as to the past, existing rights must be strictly observed, the 
only solution being the purchase or reversion of the railways and 
other undertakings that interest the State. (Here follow examples 
of legislation in other countries.) 

“Further, the whole question of the acquisition by foreigners of 
real estate in general, and especially near the frontiers or strategic 
zones, is not one that can be settled by a Royal Decree or in any 
such plain and straightforward manner. All these questions are 
intimately connected, and were all considered by the Council of 
Ministers, who arrived at certain decisions, which will at the 
earliest opportunity find expression in projects of law.”

Fé and Cordoba, representing an addition of 125 and 82 miles 
respectively. Both these railways are making further extensions, 
thereby opening up new and fertile country, suitable for agricultural 
and pastoral purposes. 

“The construction of a new narrow-gauge line (known as the 
“Temple Concession”) between Buenos Ayres and Rosario has also 
been recently commenced. This will make the third railway 
between the two cities, and when completed will connect the 
narrow-gauge railways of the interior with the capital of the 
Republic, so that it will be possible to travel by narrow-gauge 
route from Buenos Ayres to Salta, a distance of about 900 miles. 

The traffic and receipts on all the railways show an improvement 
during the year, and the future outlook for railways in Argentina 
is said to be promising. Rosario owes a great deal of its present 
fairly good port accommodation, wharves, grain elevators, &c., to 
the enterprise of the various British railway companies. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,609.)

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PARAGUAY. 


H.M. Consul at Villa Asuncion reports that inferior goods are less 
Hints to in demand now than when first put on the 
British Trad market in Paraguay some years ago, the retail 
* purchaser having seen that it was better worth 
his while to pay a higher price and obtain a more durable article, 
and it is noteworthy that most of the German houses sell a con- 
siderable amount of goods of British origin. There is, however, 
some ground for fear that the lack of interest shown by British 
manufacturers towards Paraguay will have a prejudicial effect on 
its trade with the United Kingdom before very long. There is 
little or no direct trade at present with the British market, most 
of the goods being shipped out of bond from Buenos Ayres and 
Monte Video, and being thus frequently unable to compete in price 
with French and German goods imported direct. British firms 
appear to have no confidence in the stability of Paraguayan com- 
merce and refuse in the majority of cases to give credit, whereas all 
business on a larger scale here is transacted on a credit basis of 
six months. It may be doubted, however, whether this want of 
confidence is entirely justified, as in spite of the general financial 
depression which has been accentuated in the past two years by 
the bubonic plague and by the high premium on gold, no cases of 
bankruptcy have occurred among any of the larger business houses 
in Paraguay. 

A British firm might conduct a business on the system 
of sales by samples through an agent resident in Asuncion. 
Such agent should have a good knowledge of the import and 
export trade, of the standing of the business houses, and of the 
customs and usages in vogue for buying and selling in Paraguay. 
They should also be conversant with the banking organisation and 
with the system of credits, and should likewise possess a complete 
knowledge of those articles chiefly in demand and of the Customs 
dues. They would then be in a position to place before the manu- 
facturers a large assortment of calicoes, prints, and every variety 
of dry goods, hardware, wines and spirits, tinned goods and 

ries, with information as to their selling prices. . 

The Centro Comercial, or Paraguayan Chamber of Commerce, 
has now been in existence for over two years and has done 
valuable work. It is, however, to be regretted that the offer of its 
secretary -to exhibit samples of British goods in the large and 
conveniently situated show-rooms of the institute has not, it is 
believed, as yet* met with any response. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 2,610.)

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THE STATE OF FOREIGN TRADE IN MAY, 1901.* 
I—General Statement. 

The trade returns for May, 1901, show a decrease as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1900 in the value both of the 
Imports from foreign countries and British possessions, and in 
the Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures, but an 
increase in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The Imports for May, 1901, were valued at 42,426,7591., 
as compared with 43,876,427/. for May, 1900, a decrease of 
1,449,668/., or 3°3 per cent., and the total Exports amounted in 
value to 29,612,941/., as against 30,110,392/. in May, 1900—a net 
decrease of 497,4511. The Exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures alone, however, were valued at 23,556,712. in 
May, 1901, and 24,715,9301. in May, 1900—a decrease of 
1,159,218/., or 4°7 per cent. On the other hand, the value of 
foreign and Colonial merchandise exported in May, 1901, shows 
an increase as compared with May, 1900, of 661,7671., or 12:3 
per cent.

Other kinds 
of iron have mostly increased in quantity and value. 

Raw Materials—The imports of raw cotton have increased 
213,892 cwts. in quantity and 474,3111. in value, and alpaca, 
vicuna, llama, and mohair also show increases in quantity and 
value. Flax has decreased 1,416 tons in quantity, though it shows 
an increase of 6,109/. in value. Hemp has decreased in both 
quantity and value, and sheep or lambs’ wool, which has increased 
7,694,478 lbs. in quantity has decreased 457,594. in value.

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Raw Materials——The exports of coal, coke, and fuel in May, 
1901, show an increase of 110,730 tons in quantity but a decrease 
of 390,5087. in value as compared with May, 1900; and the 
exports of sheep and lambs’ wool show an increase in quantity of 
229,000 Ibs., but a decrease in value of 11,202/. 


Articles Manufactured and Partly Manufactured: Yarns and Textile 
Fabrics.—The exports of cotton yarn have decreased 880,100 lbs.

Linen yarn and piece- 
goods, silk thrown twist and yarn, worsted yarn, woollen and 
worsted tissues, and most other manufactures of wool have decreased 
in both quantity and value. The exports of worsted yarn show 
a — off to the extent of 956,800 lbs. in quantity and 95,486/. 
in value. 


Metals, Machinery, and Ships——The exports of iron, unwrought 
and wrought, show a decrease of 72,690 tons in quantity, and 
1,006,209/. in value, and the exports of telegraphic wires and 
apparatus show a decrease in value of 150,475/. Steam engines 
have increased in value by 5,2901., but other descriptions of 
machinery show a decrease of 74,463/., whilst new ships, sent 
abroad, show a decrease in value of 11,6921. 


IV.—Trade for the Five Months January-May. 


The value of the Imports from foreign countries and British 
possessions in the five months ended 31st May, 1901, amounted 
to 220,821,835/. as compared with 213,749,7701. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1900—showing a net increase of 7,072,065/. 
Comparing the two periods, articles of food and drink show an 
increase of 8,800,685/.; raw materials for textile manufactures 
an increase of 1,350,3731.; chemicals, dye stuffs and tanning 
substances, an increase of 223,683/.; and oils and parcels post, 
increases of 164,406/. and 89,702/. respectively. On the other 
hand, the following categories show decreases, viz., raw materials 
for sundry industries and manufactures, a decrease of 1,652,9961. ; 
manufactured articles, 887,862/.; metals, 735,6701. ; miscellaneous 
articles, 185,548/.; tobacco, 75,876l.; and animals living, (for 
food) 18,8321. 

With regard to the Exports of British and Irish produce and 
manufactures during the first five months of 1901, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1900, the total value was 
116,356,024. as against 119,481,429/., showing a net decrease of 
3,125,4051. The categories contributing to this result comprised 
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the following, showing decreases, viz.: metals and articles manu- 
factured therefrom (except machinery and ships), 3,772,3991. ; raw 
materials, 1,680,569/. ;. machinery and millwork, 755,5711.; yarns 
and textile fabrics, 649,5061. ; chemicals and chemical and medicinal 
preparations, 366,631/.; and animals, living, 88,9391.; whilst 
categories of exports showing increases were ships; new (not 
registered as British), 2,325,947/.; “all other articles” either 
manufactured or partly manufactured, 644,112/.; apparel and 
articles of personal use, 541,9601.; and articles of food and drink, 
378,9941. The exports of foreign and colonial merchandise 
during the period January-May, 1901, show an increase of 
581,219/. as compared with the corresponding period of the 
previous year. 
V.—Shipping in May, 1901. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
May, 1901, amounted to 3,035,345 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 3,960,885 tons, as against 3,010,324 tons entered and 
3,997,990 tons cleared in May, 1900. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during May, 
1901, amounted to 2,627,174 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,568,727 tons, as against 2,668,526 tons entered, and 2,689,083 
tons cleared in May, 1900. 


VI.—Five Months’ Shipping (January—May, 1901). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the five months ended 31st May, 1991, amounted to 13,880,084 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 17,296,406 tons, as against 
13,841,287 tons entered and 17,637,381 tons cleared in the five 
months ended May, 1900. With regard to the coasting trade, 
the tonnage entered with cargoes during the five months ended 
May, 1901, amounted to 12,266,005 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 12,154,180 tons, as against 12,662,442 tons entered, and 
12,566,136 tons cleared in the corresponding period of 1900. 
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The report on the trade of Tangier and district, recently issued 
by the Foreign Office, contains some interesting information on 
the commercial situation in Northern and Central Morocco, 
furnished by H.M. Consul at Tangier and the British Vice-Consuls 
at Fez, Alcazar, Tetuan, and Laraiche (El-Araish). The following 
table based on the above report shows the values of the imports 
into and exports from the three ports on the Northern seaboard 
of the Moorish Empire for the years 1898 and 1899 :—

Inthe report of H.M. Consul at Tangier it is stated that, though 
the value of goods imported from the United Kingdom into that 
port in 1899 was 144 per cent. gieater than in 1898, the British 
share of the total trade which, in 1898, was 58} per cent., has fallen 
to 46} per cent. This result does not appear to be satisfactory 
from the point of view of British trade, as, with the exception of 
Spain, it would seem to have made the least proportionate progress. 

Whilst the proportionate share of the United Kingdom has 
decreased, however, that of France has also suffered and Germany 
has not made any considerable progress. The apparent differences 
are in great measure accounted for by the fact that the greater 
shipping facilities lately afforded other countries have enabled their 
goods now to be classed separately, whereas formerly they were 
included in the trade of the United Kingdom and France, whence 
they were shipped. The Consul adds that all comparison must still 
be unsatisfactory on this account, for it is impossible to ascertain 
the real origin of the goods imported. No statistics are available 
at the Custom-house, and the tables appended to his report are 
compiled solely from ships’ manifests, wherein no mention is made . 
of the origin of the goods, which have consequently to be classed 
as coming from the country whence they were finally shipped. 
The result is that the figures of British, French and German imports 
are swelled by goods of American, Swiss, Austrian or other origin. 
Unfortunately it is not only in this respect that the statistics are 
unreliable. There can be no possibility of accuracy even in the 
quantity or value of the goods themselves, the manifests making no 
mention of the weights or values of the packages, and often but a 
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very vague description even of what the goods are. Thus-an 
average value has to be assumed as a basis of calculation. 

The following extracts from the Report of the British Vice- 
Consul at Fez throws some light upon the main conditions attach-. 
ing to trade in the interior of Morocco. The Vice-Consul states 
that the facilities of trade are few, and, with one or two exceptions, 
unimportant. The difficulties are legion, and many of them of the 
most elementary kind. The facilities consist of the freedom of 
contract and traffic conceded by existing treaties, the comparative 
lightness of import duties (i.e., 5 to 10 per cent. ad valorem), the 
comparative rareness of violent interference with foreign subjects, 
persons, or interests, and the postal services maintained by the 
British and French Governments for the promotion of the trade of 
their respective nationalities. To these may be added the healthi- 
ness of the climate and the cheapness and abundance of foodstuffs 
of all kinds. In the towns of the interior, moreover, houses, stores, 
-and the like are good, cheap, and plentiful. 

The report continues as follows:—‘‘The most striking of the 
direct difficulties are the want of cheap means of transport and 
quick communication, the prohibitive character of the export duties 
on many of the principal products, and the very great burden it is 
on others, the want of banks, and the non-existence of proper 
courts of law for the settlement of commercial cases, and lastly, the 
obstinate resistance which the efforts of foreigners to buy, or even 
hire, the good, cheap, plentiful premises referred to, invariably 
encounter from the Moorish authorities. It is obvious. that the 
facilities alluded to are nearly all of kinds which cannot be made 
greater. If improvements are to take place, they must, therefore, 
be in the direction of diminishing the difficulties. 

“In illustration of the burdens which the present state of 
things imposes upon trade, I bey to submit the following details 
of their incidence upon some staple articles of import and export 
which have been calculated upon average rates and prices obtaining 
at Fez. 

“ Merchandise, except of the finest kinds, is transported by _ 
camels, and for imports coming from Laraiche, the nearest port, 
105 miles, but not always available on account of the uncertainty 
of the bar, a low average rate is 686d. per ton per mile, equal to 
‘343d. per ewt. per mile. 

* Mule hire costs about double that ‘rate, viz., 1s. 1°72d. per 
ton per mile, or 686d. per cwt. per mile. 

‘“* How dear and wasteful these rates are will be seen by com- 
paring them with the present cost of sea transport to northern 
Morocco ports. 

“ Taking two typical British imports, cotton and candles, we 
find the cost of transport from England to Morocco *77d., or rather 
more than #d. per ton per mile, as against 6:86d., or rather. over 
63d. per ton per mile for the land transport to Fez. 


| 
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“‘ Reckoned as a charge upon the goods, the percentage of the 
sea transport per mile is, on the first cost, for cotton, *004d.; for 
candles, 009d. ; while for the land transport the percentage per 
mile is, on the first cost, for cotton, ‘064d.; for candles, -068d. 
That is to say, the land transport is 16 times the charge upon 
the goods that the sea transport is for cotton, and nearly eight 
times what it is for candles. 

- “To deal next with the cost of land transport as it affects ex- 
ports, let us take the staple product of the trans-Atlas region of 
Morocco, namely, dates. 

“ At Tafilet the market price of dates this year was 5s. 6d. 
per cwt. Owing to the rockiness of the 170 miles of road between 
Fez and Tafilet mules and not camels have to be used to transport 
them. This takes 10 to 14 days, and costs 7s. 6d. per cwt.; to 
this has to be added 3s. per cwt. for ‘satat,’ this is a sort of 
safe-conduct money exacted by the tribes on the road through the 
failure of the Moorish Government to keep the roads safe. 

“On arrival at Fez the Moorish Government levies a tax of 
10 per cent. ad valorem on the dates (that is to say, 10 per cent. 
on the first cost, on the enormous cost of transport, and on the 
blackmail arising from their own failure to keep the roads safe), 
which comes to 1s. 74d. per cwt., or 29 per cent. on the first cost. 

“ Transport from Fez to Tangier costs on an average 4s. per cwt., 
or 723 per cent. on the first costs. 

“ Here an export duty of 20 reals, say, 3s. 2d., per cwt., or 
57% per cent. on the first cost is levied by the Moorish Govern- 
ment. 

“Freight and charges thence to London, 1,300 miles, 5s. 7d. per 
ewt., or, say, 100 per cent. on the first cost. It will thus be seen 
that before this product reaches the ship’s deck it has paid in 
Government dues on its first cost 86} per cent., to which may be 
added the 60 per cent. ‘satat’ paid to the tribes, or in all a total 
tax of 146 per cent. 

“The sea transport costs 5s. 7d. for 1,300 miles, or, say, ‘05 
(;30d.) of a penny per cwt. per mile; the land transport, Tafilet to 
Tangier, 340 miles (exclusive of ‘satat’), 2d. (:‘fod.) per cwt. per 
mile, or practically eight times the rate of the sea transport. 

“Despite these burdens, from 8,000/. to 10,000. worth of Tafilet 
dates are annually exported from Tangier. These, however, as 
Tafilet dates get the highest price of any in the London market, 
are from their dearness merely a Christmas delicacy, and not the 
article of general consumption they would be were they cheap 

*“‘Slowness and costliness are even more striking in regard to 
communications than in relation to transport. There are absolutely 
no telegraph lines. The tracks which serve as roads, and the 
rivers almost innocent of bridges or ferries, become practically 
impassable in wet weather. Even in dry weather the quickest 
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means of communication for long distances is by foot-couriers, by 
the best of whom, under the most favourable conditions, a message 
necessarily cannot travel faster than 50 to 65 miles per day, there 
being no system of relays. For special couriers to travel at that 
exhausting pace, the cost, on an average, is about 2}7. per mile for 
a single journey, and 13d, per mile for a double journey, 7.¢., to any 
given place and back. 

‘For regular postal communication, by means of the British and 
French postal systems, the public is charged ordinary Postal Union 
rates for matter going abroad, and European local rates for matter 
going to Morocco ports or Gibraltar. 

“ How great a boon these postal systems confer by their non- 
exaction of special rates for the interior of Morocco will be seen 
by a glance at the cost of carriage of mail matter by foot-couriers 
as compared with the cost of sending it by sea. 

‘“* An ordinary courier’s maximum load of mail matter is 20 lbs., 
and the cost of carrying it 040d. (z$%sd.) per mile per 1b., as 
against 002d. (zyy0d.) per lb. per mile by sea. That is to say, 
mail transport by courier costs 20 times as much as by steamer. 

“The want of banks, which has been referred, to, is obviously 
one which will remedy itself as soon as the existing obstructions 
to the acquisition of realty by foreigners and the uncertainty of 
the administration of justice are removed. 

“The only resources of the country people, who form at least 
95 per cent. of the whole population, are their agricultural and 
pastoral pursuits. These, as has just been shown, they follow at 
the greatest disadvantage ‘for want of cheap transport to the coast, 
and want of low export dues thereafter. Consequently they 
remain poor, and can buy but few of the articles of personal wear, 
the manufactures of which, beyond the ordinary trades common 
to all cities, are the only industries of the towns. 

“The townspeople in turn being without openings for industry, 
resort for a livelihood, in far too great a proportion, to the business 
of shop-keeping, with the result that each town is filled with a 
multitude of tiny shops, the occupants of which are little more 
than hucksters. These, in the keenness of their competition, cut 
down the prices of imported commodities, which can mostly be 
obtained on credit, to sums which yield practically no fair rates 
of profit either to wholesale or retail’ vendors. 

‘While all these unfavourable conditions last it is impossible to 
expect any serious development of trade in the interior of Morocco, 
and of signs of changes imminent in these conditions, there are I 
am sorry to say, at present none observable.” (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,603.) 
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H.M. Consul at Bilbao, in his recent report to the Foreign 
Office, gives the following information with regard to Patent Laws 
in Spain :— 

“The duration of an original patent in Spain is for 20 years, 
if the process is patented by the original inventor and the process 
is new. 

“ Patents for an invention not one’s own, or which being one’s 

own is not new, are only granted for five years. 
- “A patent will, however, be granted for 10 years for one’s own 
invention even when the inventor has taken out a patent for the 
same process in one or more foreign countries, provided always 
that the application for the Spanish patent is made before the 
expiration of two years running from the date of the original 
Spanish patent. 

“To secure full protection in Spain the holder of a patent must 
prove to the Spanish Government that that he has within two years, 
counting from the date of his patent, actually put the process into 
operation within the Spanish Dominions, and has thereby estab- 
lished a new industry in the country. This term can only be 
extended by a special law, and then only for a term not exceeding 
six months. 

“The patent rights cease when (inter alia) the process has not 
been actually carried out in the Spanish Dominions during the 
two years limit, or when, having been already put in force, the 
holder has failed to work it for a year and a day except, in the 
latter case only, such failure is due to force majeure. 

“In the case of a small invention such, for instance, as a par- 
ticular kind of screw or a water-tap, it is very easy to comply 
with the requirements of the Spanish law and turn out one or 
more every year and thus keep all the privileges alive. But in 
the case of a large invention, such as a special process for hardening 
steel, the difficulty and cost of erecting the necessary furnaces, 
workshops, &c., frequently lead to the process being patented in 
Spain and the process not being put into operation during the 
two years specified. It then lapses, and—as, indeed, happens if 
the process is not patented at all—a local firm takes the patent 
up under the five years’ clause quoted above, and secures all the 
privileges and royalties throughout the Spanish Dominions which 
really ought to accrue by virtue of invention to the inventor. 
Another man’s invention being once patented in the name of a 
stranger, it is not difficult by means of subsidiary patents to 
extend the five years’ term indefinitely, should it be worth while 
to do so. There are always people on the look out for chances of 
this kind, and in several cases in this district British inventions 
have been appropriated by local men, and to-day they hold patents 
for those inventions equally as valuable as if they had patented 
them as original processes. 

“The question of trade-mark legislation in Spain is very 
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involved, inasmuch as it is founded upon international agree- 
ments which themselves are based upon a number of Royal 
Orders, Decrees, and decisions of Spanish Courts, which have 
never been codified or summed up in any single law. A very. 
useful little book containing all the principal documents bearing 
on the subject, and so far as I can ascertain the most recent, is 
entitled ‘Marcas de Fabrica y de Comercio,’ compiled by Don 
Enrique Perez Dindurro, and published (under Government sane- 
tion) in 1892 at the Libreria de I'ernando Fé, Carrera de San 
Jeronimo, No. 2, Madrid. No better source of information can be 
obtained by those who wish to go thoroughly into the question in 
all its bearings. 

“The following remarks are simply intended to draw attention 
very briefly to the rights secured to British manufacturers in 
Spain under the existing laws, conventions, and enactments, and 
to the way these provisions work out in practice : 

“On 14th December, 1875, a reciprocal agreement was signed 
between the United Kingdom and Spain, granting to the subjects 
of each Power the enjoyment in the dominions and possessions of 
the other the same rights as natives of the country in everythin 
concerning property in trade or commercial marks. Protection is 
to be secured by submitting to the formalities required by the law 
of the respective countries. 

“ Both Spain and the United Kingdom have become parties to 
the International Convention for the Protection of Industrial 
Property, signed at Paris on 20th March, 1883. The provisions of 
this Convention, which is based on reciprocity, are well known. . 

“ Finally, on 14th April, 1891, the United Kingdom and Spain, 
with other Powers, signed a further agreement, also based on 
reciprocity, and aimed especially at false indications of origin. 

“Tt is impossible to deal here at any length with the various. 
Spanish trade-mark laws. The most important are, perhaps, the 
Decree of 20th November, 1850, which first established the legal 
existence of trade marks, and fixed the manner of securing protec- _ 
tion for them, and the Royal Order of 29th September, 1880, which 
provided for the issue of certificates of the registration of property 
in trade marks. In 1887 a special Department was created for 
patents, trade marks, and industries, and in the following July it 
was attached to the office of the Ministro de Fomento. In all the 
enactments quoted, however, there is always the same vagueness as 
to a definition of what is actually a trade mark, and as to the 
measure of protection granted by these and other laws. 

“ Various civil cases which have been brought before the Supreme 
Court have settled certain points, notably that trade marks consti- 
tute as complete a right of property as other rights recognised by 
law, and that an imitation of the mark in such a manner as to 
deceive a purchaser into buying goods so marked, as being those 
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covered by the original mark, is illegal. The same has been held 
by the criminal court with damages. 

“Tn actual practice it has been found that aconsiderable measure 
of protection is secured. A trade mark of a brand of British beer 
was infringed in Bilbao, and the mere threat of legal proceedings 
was sufficient to secure an undertaking on the part of the sellers to 
desist in future from the sale of the fraudulently-marked beers.” 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,598.) 


PORT WORKS AT RQSARIO. 
Extension of Time for Presenting Tenders. 

H.M. Consul at Rosario, writing on internal -waterways in 
Argentina, says that the River Parana, like the Mississippi of 
North America, is the highway nature has provided for communi- 
cation with the vast interior, and is navigable for vessels of light 
draught for a distance of over 1,0U0 miles above Rosario. 

The distance from Buenos Ayres to Rosario is about 240 miles, 
and from Rosario to Asuncion, the capital of Paraguay, the distance 
is about 1,000 miles. Steamboats of light draught, not exceeding 
12 feet, trade between Buenos Ayres, Rosario, and Asuncion. 

The bar of Martin Garcia, at the entrance to the river Paran4, 
and the difficulties of navigation due to sand-banks make it unsafe 
for vessels trading to Rosario to load to a draught exceeding 
184 feet. 

For many years past various attempts have from time to time 

been made by the provinces interested to impress on the National 
Government the necessity of improving the port of Rosario by 
keeping open the river approach by dredging, but up to the present 
time without any practical result. 
* By a Decree of the Federal Government, dated 26th February, 
1901, the term for presenting tenders for the construction and 
exploitation of the port works at Rosario is extended to 10th 
December, 190], in London, and to ‘0th January, 1902, in Buenos 
Ayres. 

The reasons given in the Decree for grantiny this extension 
are :—First: Communications received from firms in Europe 
desiring to compete complain that the time originally fixed for 
presenting tenders (10th April) was too short for making the 
necessary study of the work and preparation of plans and estimates ; 
secondly: As the law relating to the construction of the port at 
Rosario guarantees the constructors that the nation will maintain 
between the River Plate and Rosario a minimum depth at ordinary 
low water of 19 feet on the bar of Martin Garcia, and 21 feet in the 
river course, it is convenient that this work should be commenced 
before the tenders called for are presented. 

H.M. Consul, with reference to this Decree, writes that the 
proposed work is undoubtedly a most important one, and is worthy 
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the attention of some of our large firms—a doubtful reason— 
for the railways on to Buenos Ayres are also British property, and 
the improvement of Rosario is distinctly against their interests. 

He would, however, strongly impress on any of our firms who 
contemplate sending in tenders for the proposed port works at 
Rosario that the entire success of the proposed undertaking would 
depend on the opening up and maintaining of a clear channel for 
ocean-going vessels from Rosario to the sea. The Federal Govern- 
ment has already expended in the construction of port works at 
the Federal capital the large sum of about 8,000,000/. sterling, 
but, notwithstanding this, the result, due to the difficulty of 
keeping open the channels approaching the port of Buenos Ayres, 
is unsatisfactory, and vessels desiring to enter or leave said port 
are frequently detained for want of water, while the groundings 
of ocean-going vessels are numerous. Precisely the same a 
will happen at Rosario if the river approach is not kept clear an 
buoyed, and in that case the extensive docks will not be availed of 
as they otherwise might be. 

Rosario is a natural port, and the only one in the 
Republic for direct communication with the interior. In its 
present state, and without any improvement being effected, vessels 
can load and discharge with much less expense than in Buenos 
' Ayres, the difference in freight of between 4s. and 5s. per ton 
being charged to cover the risk of detention in the river between 
Rosario and Buenos Ayres Roads. The only improvement in the 
port that is immediately needed is a guarantee of a clear channel 
for ocean-going vessels of deep draught from Buenos Ayres Roads 
to Rosario, including the removal from the port of varions sand- 
banks, which render navigation difficult, and hamper vessels in 
getting safely alongside their discharging and loading berths. 

Private enterprise will readily supply all the requirements for 
the construction of suitable port works, if the Government will 
only guarantee to keep the channel and port free of the obstacles 
referred to, for, as reference to the list of exports during the year from 
this port will show, the interests at stake are large, over 1,000,000 
tons of produce having been shipped without vessels | 

any detention in loading. Due to the present almost neglecte 
state of the river, most vessals loading in the River Parana ports, 
to avoid grounding, are obliged to call at Buenos Ayres or La 
Plata to complete their cargoes and coal, thus incurring considerable 
additional expense. 

The expenditure required (in comparison with the amount 
proposed to be expended on Rosario port works 13,500,000 dols. 
(gold, or 2,700,000/.), for opening up the rivereven as far as Santa Fé 
and Parané, would be comparatively small and productive of the 
required results without imposing on this port the necessity of 
maintaining unnecessarily expensive works. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,609.)

MOROCCO. 
The Board of Trade have received information, through the Foreign 
Office, to the effect that the Sultan of Morocco 
issued orders permitting the export of 
. wheat and barley from all Moorish ports durin 
a term of six Moorish months, beginning 
the 1st Jumadi next, and ending on the last 
day of Showal following (i.c., from the 16th 
August, 1901, to the 3rd March, 1902, approximately). During 
this period an export duty of 15 reales de vellon* per fanega

British merchants are warned that after the expiration of the 
above-mentioned term no further shipment will on any account 
be permitted.

Lava rock.—Lava rock is held to be a building stone, and when 
hewn is dutiable at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem under the 
provisions of paragraph 118 of the Tariff. 


Philatelic albums.—Stamp albums labelled “ philatelic albums,” 
containing cancelled and uncancelled postage stamps, postal cards, 
wrappers, and envelopes, are dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem, including the value of the contents, under paragraph 
403 of the Tariff. toot 


Sticks for umbrellas.—Finished umbrella sticks with ornamental 
handles composed of collodion or celluloid, are dutiable at the rate 
of 40 per cent. ad valorem as sticks for umbrellas, under paragraph 
462 of the Tariff. 


Dog grass.—Dog grass is free of duty as a crude drug under 
paragraph 548 of the Tariff. . 


Statuettes of plaster of paris, decorated.—Statuettes composed of 
lime, sulphuric acid, and water, constituting plaster of paris, cast 
in moulds and painted in flesh tints and bright colours, and other- 
wise decorated with metal leaf or bronze powder, the painting and 
decorating being the more attractive feature and element of chief 
cost in the articles, and which, although not fired or baked by 
artificial heat; closely resemble, and serve the same purpose as

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT, 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The United States Bureau of Statistics reports that Portland (Maine) 
has been added to the list of contract ports 
entitled to the lowest marine insurance rates. 
This addition gives the Atlantic ooast seven 

— grain-shipping ports of the first rank, so far as 
safety of navigation goes. The list at present includes Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Newport News, and 
Portland. In connection with the placing of Portland on the 
contract list attention might be called to the fact that this port has 
recently been provided with a first-class grain-inspection system ; 
that its pilotage system has been much improved to meet the 
requirements of the increasing size of freight and passenger steam- 
ships engaged in its trans-Atlantic service, and that greatly 
enlarged terminal facilities, such as piers, docks, warehouses, and 
grain elevators, have added another deep-water harbour to the 
Atlantic coast.

NICARAGUA. 


The United States Consul at Managua, in a report dated 12th April, 
1901, says that the Government of Nicaragua 
ee ie signed a contract with an American 
Coats. residing in Bluefields, for the construction of 
a dock at the port of Corinto. The dock is to be 500 feet long 
by 315 feet wide, and to be constructed of iron; it is to cost 
about 30,0001, and to be ready for public use within one year. 
As compensation for the capital invested, the contractor will be 
allowed to collect from 5d. to 74d. per cwt. for freight and 5d. 
for each passenger embarking at or disembarking from the port. 
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PARAGUAY. 

H.M. Consul at vile the Government has, 
7 uring the year 1900, been in communication 
a. with : North American firm of shipowners who 
ier tig propose to run a monthly line of mail steamers 
to that port in the event of a subvention being 
given by Paraguay. This scheme is not altogether approved by 
business men in Asuncion, and it is questioned what return cargo 
these vessels would carry, and whether they would be able to pay 
expenses. Against this it may, however, be said that the German 
- lines whose ocean-going vessels connect with river boats belonging 
to the same firm return laden with Paraguayan hides and lumber, 
for which there is a considerable demand abroad. It was reported 
a little time ago that a new German line was about to be placed 
on this service, but the scheme seems to have been abandoned for

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The production of the Asturias Mines, which are the most 
interesting from a local point of view, showed a decrease of 
132,910 tons, the output being only 1,425,000 tons in 1900. 

is decrease is said to be, due to several causes, of which short- 
ness of labour supply, strikes and want of transport are the chief. 

Asturias coal is plentiful, but of poor quality as compared with 
Welsh steam coal. It is soft and dirty in use, requiring nearly 
50 per cent. more than Cardiff to raise an equal quantity of steam, 
and about 30 per cent. for making gas. There is also nearly 
30 per cent. of ash. 

‘The coal is brought from the mines by a small and indifferently 
equipped railway to the port of Gijon, a mere open roadstead, 
where only four or five vessels of not more than 500 tons can be 
loaded at once. Thence it is brought to Bilbao by sea. A break- 
water is, however, being constructed at Gijon, and when completed 
a good and safe port will be available where ships of large tonnage 
may safely lie and load. Railway lines are also being made 
specially with a view to carrying coal from Ujo to Concha de 
Astedo and from Linares to Gijon, which should reduce the price 
of transport to the coast to less than about 1s. 9d. a ton, and, with 
the increased loading facilities, to Bilbao at 4s. a ton. 

The Leon mines are also constructing a branch from Satero 
to the Northern Railway for supplying the wants of the interior. 

The local consumption of coal in the province is about 1,000,000 
tons, so that these mines could supply the market so far as quantity 
goes. But for the present they are not likely to interfere to any 
great extent with the British trade.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A despatch dated 22nd May has been received at the Foreign 
Export of Coal Office, from the British Vice-Consul at Pensacola, 
from P Ia, ‘Stating that the export of coal from the Bir- 

m mingham (Ala.) district via the port of Pensa- 
cola will be an important item this season. The Mexican Govern- 
ment have made a contract with the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road Company for the supply of 200,000 tons of coal, to be shipped 
from Pensacola, and to be delivered to the Mexican Central Railway 
at Tampico, within the next twelve months, and, in consequence, 
two additional steamers have been chartered by the Louisville and 

Nashville Railroad Company. 

The British Vice-Consul is of opinion that before long Pensacola 
will, owing to its shipping facilities and improved railway traffic, 
probably become an important coal exporting port in the Gulf of 

Mexico. 


With reference to an article on the Beaumont oil fields (Texas) 
The Beaumont °7,PP- 429-30 and pp. 486-8 of the “ Board 
Oil Fields of Trade Journal” for the 23rd and 30th ult., 
the United States Bureau of’ Statistics calls 
(Senne). attention to the fact that one of the immediate 
effects of the opening of the new source of fuel supply in Texas 
is to place all industrial establishments in that region depending 
upon steam power upon a more favourable economic basis. 
This applies to cotton mills, to cottonseed mills, to cane-grinding 
mills, and all others where coal fuel has hitherto been an expensive 
element in the cost of production. The producers of fuel oil 
are well aware of this opportunity to substitute, and are 
making provisions to distribute, fuel oil at all railroad points 
and points accessible to navigation. The influence of this new 
factor will be felt far beyond the localities directly affected. If 
the use of fuel oil becomes extensive enough it may materially 
reduce the price of coal at the Lower Mississippi centres of con- 
sumption, and also give a new stimulus to manufacturers in 
Texas and adjacent territory. 
The opening of the Beaumont (Texas) oil fields has required 
new facilities for transportation to the seaboard for that commodity.

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For this purpose a pipe line has been constructed from the oil 

tanks at Beaumont to the ship side of the channel leading to Port 

Arthur, a distance of over 18 miles. Three tanks, of 50,000 

barrels capacity each, are located at Elvista, about midway between 

the wells and the seaport, from which intermediate station it is 
- calculated that the oil will flow by gravity. 


JAPAN. 


~The Acting British Consul at Yokohama reports that the demand 
for kerosene oil continues to grow, the consump-

Anger. with the previous year. On the other hand 
Russian and other descriptions combined show a falling-off of 
32,083 cases, thus giving a net gain of 126,983 cases of imported 
oil. 

Petroleum is one of the few articles that did not suffer from the 
general depression of trade in Japan, the market throughout the 
year having been maintained on a firm and satisfactory basis. Prices 
for American oil fluctuated between 5s. 84d. (2 yen 80 sen) and 
6s. 22d. (3 yen 5 sen) the latter price being obtained only for a 
short period while stocks had been reduced to a very low level. 

Russian oil prices have varied between 5s. 74d. (2 yen 75 sen) 
and 5s. 93d. (2 yen 90 sen). 

One of the new features of the year was the introduction of 
Borneo and Palembang oils which reached Yokohama in bulk. The 
quality is said to have varied, but on the whole gave excellent 
results, and met with a favourable reception. Much larger arrivals 
of these oils are expected during the current year. There has been 
an entire absence of Langkat oil, hitherto shipped by the Royal 
Dutch Petroleum Company. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,611.) 


In the same report it is said that the statements as to the quantities 
_ of Echigo oil produced in 1900 are not very 
Jepancte reliable, but in all probability the figures are 
Petroleum. about the same as those recorded in 1899. This, 

in view of the fact that a very large sum of money has been 
expended in the exploration of the oil fields, drilling wells, &c., is 
undoubtedly a disappointment. The activity, however, has not by 
any means ceased as the Standard Oil Company of America and 
several native industries are energetically pursuing operations with 
a view to discovering new sources. Some remunerative wells have 
been struck, and others are likely to follow, but seeing that a 
number of wells which were yielding a large- quantity of oil have 
ceased to do so, it does not look as if visible supplies were likely to 
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show a large increase in the near future. There is one point to be 
noted and that is that the facilities for transport, as well as the 
machinery in use, have greatly improved, and this of itself should 
facilitate and increase the business, which was hitherto carried on 
with a great deal of waste and at a cost which has now been 
materially lessened. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,611.) 


YARNS AND TEXTILES. 
FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Dunkirk reports that in 1900 there was a 
Sires ead .considerable increase in the exports of yarns 
‘WaseMoods from and tissues from that port. Nearly the whole 
b kirk. of the linen yarn and all the jute yarn except 
150 tons was sent to the United Kingdom 
Of the tissues, other than jute sacks, about 850 tons, chiefly jute 
and linen, were shipped to the United Kingdom, and 750 tons to 
the French colonies. The jute sacks go principally to Algeria and 
Tunis, only some 50 tons having been sent to the United 
Kingdom. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,607.) 


JAPAN. 


The Acting British Consul at ba apuguena reports that the total 

silk piece-goods exported from that port 
in 1900 an increase of 25 per cent. 

mee ®. the previous year, but the actual value is only 
8 per cent. higher. This is chiefly due to the fact that the 
increased export was very largely to Burmah, which absorbs 
exclusively low-priced materials. 

Burmah offered the largest market, and actually took 125 per 
cent. more than in any previous year. This business was, however, 
abnormally large, the Burmah market is still glutted and will 
require some time to recover. Export to Europe and America, on 
the other hand, shows a decrease of about 12 per cent., due princi- 
pally to an attempt by Japanese dealers to keep up prices during 
1899, and also to the overloading of the home markets with 
expensive stuffs. Trade with Australia is steadily increasing. 

The European market for silk twills having been overstocked in 
1899, they were, at the time of the report, little in demand. 

The year gives fairly satisfactory results in the export of silk 
handkerchiefs, showing an increase as compared with 1899 of 
146,798 dozen. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,611.)

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BULGARIA. 


A despatch dated 21st ult. has been received at the Foreign Office 

a from H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Sofia, 

First Quarter of transmitting the Bulgarian trade and naviga- 

1901. tion returns for the first quarter of the present 
year. 

The returns show a considerable revival of trade, both in imports 
and exports. 

The imports show an increase of nearly 240,0001., or 684 per 
cent. over 1900. The principal increase was in the imports from 
Turkey, owing to the operation of the commercial arrangement of 
December last, under which most of the articles of Turkish 
production are admitted into Bulgaria duty free.

The category of imports in which the augmentation was greatest 
was that of textiles, which shows an increase in value of nearly 
76,0007. The proportion of the increase in cotton cloths falling to 
the share of Great Britain was satisfactory, except in the case of 
the class of “ Indiennes, printanieres et cotonets, dimications, &c.,” 
in which Austria-Hungary, and especially Germany and Italy, 
made a disproportionate advance. Owing to a new arrangement 
of the statistics it is no longer possible to distinguish between the 
imports of the different classes of cotton yarns, but the actual 
excess in the importation of unbleached cotton yarns, both from 
Italy and from Turkey over those from England, now seen for the 
first time, was without doubt confined to yarns of low numbers. 
The exports increased by nearly 480,0001., or 191 per cent., an 
increase almost entirely due to cereals. The returns show the 
greater part of this increase to have been taken by Belgium, but 
comparisons of this kind must be made with caution, as the 
difference may be due to a greater number of vessels having cleared 
directly for Antwerp instead of to Gibraltar for orders. _ 
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ARGENTINA. 


H.M. Consul at Rosario reports that notwithstanding an exception- 
. ally good harvest and the fact that the grai 
shipments have been the largest on 
: trade of the port of Rosario in particular and 
of the district of the Rosario Consulate can hardly be said at the 
close of the year 1900 to have been satisfactory. 

The cause is attributed to the low prices of produce, more 
especially of wool (one of the principal products of the country), 
to the stoppage of the export of cattle and sheep, owing to the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, and to the interruption of the 
trade relations with Brazil, due to quarantine.

The Vice-Consul also draws attention in his report to the new 
English carbide of calcium factory, situated to 
pig ihe cou of the city of Cordoba at a distance 
Sastatien of about two miles, near the Malagueiio 
Railway. The capital invested is 30,0001. The 
buildings are of brick, roofed with corrugated iron. The motive 
power is electricity supplied by the Cordoba Light and Power 
Company, and the present installation is built to consume 1,000 
horse-power. The machinery was received mostly from France. 
The present output is about 25 tons of carbide per month, which 
will be increased to 100 tons as soon as the requisite electric power 
is obtained.

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The electrodes are made of electric carbon obtained from Ger- 
many, and which are cemented together at the factory with pitch 
and coal-tar obtained from the United Kingdom and coke obtained 
from Rosario. 

The raw materials used in making the carbide are lime which 
is obtained from the quarries at Malaguefio, brought to the factory 
over a distance of about 15 miles by the Malagueiio Railway, and 
anthracite small coal obtained from the United Kingdom. 

The director of the factory states that the quality of the carbide 
is superior to that imported and the demand good and increasing. 

Another carbide factory is about to be constructed in the Cor- 
doba Mountains alongside of the Cordoba and North-Western 
Railway Company’s track near Casa Bamba Station, the capital 
for which is being raised in Argentina. The machinery for this 
factory is now in the Custom-house in Buenos Ayres ready to 
forward to Cordoba. 

A dam is being built across the River Primero at the place 
above-mentioned to obtain the necessary head of water for the 
supply of electric-power which will be utilised by this factory. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,609.) 


H.M. Consul at Rosario reports that the sugar refinery of Rosario, 
representing local capital, is the principal one — 
oe of its class in South America. During the year 
F 1899 40,000 tons of sugar were received from 
the interior provinces for refining purposes. Of this amount 
25,000 tons, under the bounty protection of the Federal Govern- 
ment, were exported, and from the sugar refuse 430,000 litres 
(94,600 gallons) of alcohol were manufactured. It is stated that 
during the current year this branch of trade has still further 
increased. Owing to the protective duty the price of sugar is 
dearer in Rosario than in London. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
2,609.) 


JAPAN. 


In the report on the trade, &c., of Japan, recently received at 
. the Foreign Office from H.M. Legation at 
Tokio, it noted that foreign 1899 
_—— had reached the highest figures recorded since 
Japan first had commercial dealings with other nations. That 
record, however, was in its turn surpassed by the result revealed by 
the returns for the year just ended. In 1900 the value of 
imports was 29,324,646I., of exports 20,868,895/., giving a grand 
total of 50,193,541. 
Japan continues to make constant progress in all directions, 
and the trade of the country keeps pace with the advance taking 
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place and with the accompanying growth in the national require- 
ments. One is, therefore, led to the conclusion that when the 
unpropitious conditions at present existing—many of which are in 
their nature transient—are removed, a great and lasting expansion 
of the foreign trade of the Empire can be hoped for with confidence, 
until Japan attains in the commercial world a position more 
commensurate with the rank she has gained in the sphere of 
international politics. 

In calculating the value of imports the rule which was laid 
down with the coming into force of the new tariff from 1st January, 
1899, that the value of imported articles shall be the actual cost 
of the articles at the place of production, fabrication or purchase, 
with the addition of packing charges, cost of transportation, 
insurance and all other charges incurred up to the arrival of the 
articles at the port of importation, was adhered to. Accurate 
comparison can be made between the condition of the import trade 
for the years 1900-1899, whereas the relative values of the trade 
for the years 1899-1898 could only be approximately determined, 
the values for the latter year representing the original cost of the 
goods. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,595.)

These returns show that in 1900 3,441 vessels of a net tonnage 
of 9,738,152, passed through the Suez Canal, as compared with 
3,607 vessels of a net tonnage of 9,895,630 in 1899.. The per- 
centage of British vessels and their respective tonnage in 1900 
was 56°2 and 57:6, as against 64 and 66°6 in 1899, whilst the 
percentage of German vessels and their tonnage rose from 10°7 
--and 10°8 respectively in 1899 to 13°4 and 15°1 in 1900. A state- 
ment showing the number and tonnage of vessels of various 
nationalities passing through the Suez Canal in 1900, as compared 
with the two previous years, will be found at p. 375 of the

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far ag 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda. 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 

; the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 

. country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 

under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board. of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to becomes 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Ewcise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 
The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
‘ conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d. -
